If  we  resolve  to  do  this  and  do  it.  we  are 
made  stronger  by  combat,  and  then  can  assist  some  one  else  who 
has  less  power  of  resistance.

a  fact  that  we  get  out  of  life  just  what  we  put  into  it.  No 
matter  what  we  give  the  world,  it  pays  us  back  in  our  own  coin. 
If.  then,  we  put  in  misspent  hours,  wasted  opportunities,  slip- 
shod work,  and  botched  material,  we  cannot  expect  the  best 
life  has  to  offer,  or  the  best  our  college  has  to  offer  in  return. 
But  the  ambitious  young  man  who  has  a  sense  of  real  values, 
whose  aspiration  is  starward.  and  who  puts  in  good,  honest, 
faithful  work  in  pursuit  of  his  goal,  will  receive  ample  reward.
